Hadden Defends 


Director Action 


In Drastic Action 


CATHEDRAL CITY - C. 
E. 
Hadden 
president of the Cathe­ 
dral City Chamber of Commerce, 
said today that the action of the 
board of directors to oust Warner 
Moon from the Chamber was ta­ 
ken because Moon "was not will­ 
ing to conform to the decision* 
made by a majority yote of the 
board.” 
Moon himself brought the un­ 
precedented action to light this 
week, when he notified the local 
press that he had been dismissed 
from Chamber membership be­ 
cause “ I protested the action of 
the board in contributing $500 to 
Bert Lamb as campaign expense 
in the recent Palm Springs School 
Board election.” 


“AT THE TIME the vote was 
taken,” 9aid Moon, “ IS members 
of the Board were present, and 
three voted against the donation.” 
Moon asserted that “such a con­ 
tribution or any contribution for 
political purposes" was a viola­ 
tion of the by-laws of the organ- 
iation. 
Within two days after the action 
was taken to give the money to 
Lamb. Paul Clark returned the 
$500 to the treasury of the Cham­ 
ber. Hadden said. 


THE 
ACTION 
ousting 
Moon, 
who has 
served 
on 
the 
local 
Chamber for 11 of the 13 years 
he has lived in the community, 
was first taken, according to Had­ 
den. at the Sept. 15 meeting and 
confirmed at the Oct. 6 meeting 
Otlier charges brought against 
the board of directors by Moon, 
which are being called “false" by 
Hadden, were Usted by the Cham­ 
ber president as follows; 


—MOON WAS SENT the same 
legal notice of the meeting, at 
which the action was taken, as 
other directx>rs, however he did 
not attend. 
—He made no formal request to 
see the minutes of the proceed­ 
ings. 
—Regarding his statement that 
the contribution was in violation 
of the by-laws, the great m ajor­ 
ity of the directors m ade a study 
of Jhem and feel the action was 
not in any way in violation of 
the by-laws. 


—Mo o n WAS NOT secretary at 
the lime of the action: he had 
suhmitted 
his 
resignation 
last 
spring and it was duly accepted 
—The money was replaced in 
the treasury by Clark to forestall 
the interjection of any irrelevant 
side issues in the school board 
election Clark's action followed a 
pledge by the board members in­ 
dividually and collectively, to con­ 
duct a money raising campaign 
to replace the funds in the Cham­ 
ber treasury.

‘THE CHAMBER notod Moan’s 
very fine service to the organiza­ 
tion and to the community over a 
span of several years," said Had­ 
den, "but found that he was not 
willing to conform to the deci­ 
sions made by a majority vote of 
the hoard of directors."

Council Puzzled 


On Revision of 


Palm Springs City Council, often 
confused but never in doubt, last 
night found a completely 
n e w 
source of amazement for them­ 
selves in a proposed subdivision 
ordinance which suggests the in­ 
stallation of underground utilities 
plus sidewalks and street lights. 
Local residents who sat through 
the lengthy session last night be­ 
came greatly confused when — 
over the span of four hours — the 
council: 


—HELD A PUBLIC hearing on 
the proposed subdivision ordinance 
amendment for underground utili­ 
ties. sidewalks and street trees; 
—Put off until next meeting any 
decision; 
—Subsequently approved an ap­ 
plication 
for Jack 
Meiselmans 
Ale.io Palms Estates, subject 4o 
partial underground utilities, side­ 
walks and street trees: 
—Later directed the City Attor­ 
ney to draw a 
new 
ordinance 
making it mandatory for develop­ 
ers to put in underground utili­ 
ties, sidewalks and street trees. 


A RECORD NUMBER of people 
attended the council session last 
night with most of them protest­ 
ing the proposed new ordinance 
Many had left prior to the final 
determination 
of 
the 
executive 
body after the council had indi­ 
cated they would take no action 
' at the meeting. 
The City Administration started 
i off the proceedings last night by 
reading two lengthy reports on the 
"upgrading 
of 
our 
subdivision 
standards. ” but as soon as Mayor 
Frank Bogert opened the meeting 
to discussion by the public, t h e 
public countered the Administra­ 
tion s report by flaying 
the in­ 
creased cost of local housing; the 
driving of local residents out of 
♦own to buy homes; the strangling 
of small developers because of in­ 
creased investment for subdivis­ 
ions: and the belief that the plant­ 
ing of some trees would be bad 
for the health of same people who 
have allergies against them.

A ppreciation is again due to the vot­ 
ers of the desert area for bestowing their 
form al approval upon bond Issues pro­ 
viding the w herew ithal w ith, w hich to 
build more new schools and enlarge ex­ 
isting plants. 
The com fortable excess over the re­ 
quired tw o-thirds m ajority which was 
accorded to the 54,160,000 issue for the 
enlargem ent of the Palm Springs Uni­ 
fied School D istrict bespeaks the usual 
generous support and public understand­ 
ing erf the need for additional class­ 
room s to keep pace with our fast grow­ 
ing local population. 
The $3,500,000 bond issue for construc­ 
tion of the new' College of the Desert 
appears also to have been passed, but 
by a m argin so slim th at it will be in 
doubt pending the outcome of the of­ 
ficial canvass of the election. 
This is In sharp contrast to the 9 to 
1 vote favoring form ation of the district 
last year, which can still be considered 
as a true expression of the desire of the 
people for a Junior College in the desert. 
The drop from 9 to 1 to a bare 2 to 1 
public support in such a short tim e cap 
only be attributed to disagreem ent with 


action of the Board of Trustees of the 
College of the D esert, prim arily in the 
m atter of site selection. 
The voters have now m ade it exceed­ 
ingly plain to the Board th a t the Site 
finally chosen m ust be close to the pop­ 
ulated cen ter and eligible for State and 
Federal approval as required in regular 
financing subventions and grants. 
In effect, and by the barest of m ar­ 
gins, the people have given the trustees 
of the Junior College a m andate to 
“straighten o u t” the site situation sa t­ 
isfactorily as m em bers promised to do 
prior to election “if” the bonds were 
approved. 
The “voic# of the v o ters” has now 
been heard. It expects the College Board 
to cooperate closely and fully with all 
local, County, S tate and Federal bodies 
properly concerned w ith the location and 
construction of the new educaitonal ins­ 
titution. 
It rem ains for the College Trustees 
to do so in a m anner so openly proper, 
sound and considerate of the Interests 
of everyone fh at none can have reason­ 
able cause for com plaint, now', or in the 
years to come.

When t h * 
juice goes off. we are thrown 
back into 
the Slone Age. 
Do you 
know what you have 
to do when the freezer breaks 
down. You have to go down and 
shop at the supermarket! That 
is facing reality. Pioneer condi­ 
tions. Rough and ready. 


W E USED TO send our daugh­ 
ter down u> face it on her bi­ 
cycle. But 
now she drives down 
in the car. She takes the scenic

They were neces­ 
sary when I vvas a Boy Scout 
and 
working hard 
for merit 
badges in such matters. 
I scarred trees in the park 
with a series of 
marks 
that 
meant: “Water nearby." 


SINCE THE WATER was in 
a drinking 
fountain 
in 
plain 
view, 1 suppose it was hardly 
necessary But I blazed the tree 
anyway and felt that we were 
keeping the traditions. 
I never learned how to make 
a fire without matches as de­ 
scribed in the manual. Die man­ 
ual showed a Boy Scout sawing 
with a bow and string. A little 
puff of flame and smoke rose 
from the contraption. 


I SAWED ON' ONE of these 
until 1 thought my hand would 
burst into flame. But the wood 
never even got warm. It was a 
waste of time. I carried match­ 
es, which I got out of the box 
in grandma's kitchen I carried 
them in a Boy Scout waterproof 
container. (If the Boy Scouts 
were going to make fire with­ 
out matches, why did they sell 
waterproof match containers?) 


HE SLUNG it with a pair of 
tongs 
on 
his 
leather-shielded 
shoulder. And he put it in our 
box. If the electricity went off, 
we had plenty of ice anyway. 
The iceman did not disconnect 
himself from responsibility for 
Acts of God. He delivered the 
ice. We got our food from the 
grocery store. We shopped for 
it each day and ate it each day. 
At that time, we were not so 
dependent 
on 
electricity. 
We 
were dependent on the iceman.

civil cases, one side wins merely 
by proving his case by a "pre­ 
ponderance of evidence. ’ 
When civil cases verge upon the 
criminal, like cases involving civ­ 
il fraud or undue influence, the 
court may ask for 
a clear and 
convincing evidence." 


THE STAKES - Ufe, liberty, 
and one s good name — are high­ 
er in ervnnnal cases than in civil 
cases. Long ago the courts came 
to demand greater proof to con­ 
vict a person of a crime. 
What is "reasonable doubt?" 
Jurors murt look at all the evi­ 
dence and say to a "moral cer­ 
tainty" that the charge is true. 
Or the judge might merely tell 
the jurors to acquit a prisoner if 
they have reasonable doubt about 
his guilt. 


THE ACCUSED may try to jus­ 
tify himself; he might say he act­ 
ed in self-defense 'this was no 
defense in the old days); he may 
claim he was insane or acting 
under provocation. The burden is

The R anch Golf Club is o perat­ 
ed in conjunction to the exclusive 
and private facilities of the Ranch 
Club, and although at present is 
only nine holes, it will soon be 
com pleted to an 18-hole cham pion­ 
ship link. 


ANNEXATION of Section 29 by 
the City of P alm Springs yester­ 
day, beats the Ranch Golf Club 
out of the title as th e only 18- 
hole golf club In the city lim its 
of Palm Springs, but its presence 
in P alm Springs help* to round 
out an even dozen desert area 
courses and it too. tak es its place 
in the W inter Golf C apital of th e 
World. 
Only half com pleted, golfers to­ 
day can play on the Ranch Golf 
links, and tw ice around the course 


m akes them an 18-hole course, 74 
par, for a total of 6.894 yards.
